In 1932 the University of Cal-
ifornia took ‘over operation. of
the Depot, and continued to do
so -until October 1943 when Kel-
logg was instrumental in he-
gotiations which ‘turned the en-
tire, estate of 812 acfes over to
the U: 8. Army. This donation
also included all of the pure-
bred livestock.
